Washington, April 2d, 1897. 
The Republican party has again shown 
its business like qualities. In less than 
two weeks from the time of itB meeting, 
the House, controlled by this party, has 
considered and passed the Tariff Bill and 
has done so despite the opposition and 
delsy anJ fault finding system of the 
Democrats. The bill now goes to the 
Senate, where the Republicans have al- 
ready shown their business like methods 
by taking it up in committee and putting 
more than a week's labor upon it prior 
to its passage by the House.
